NOTE 
The present edition supersedes all previous editions of Circular 649 and takes effect on January |, 
1966, subject to the proviso that former agreements between universities and the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Education concerning approved honour programs will remain in effect until July I, 1969. 
After July 1, 1969, all candidates for admission to courses leading to Interim Specialist's Certi- 
ficates at Ontario Colleges of Education will meet the academic requirements of Circular 649.

1. The basic requirement for admission to a course in an Ontario 
College of Education, leading to an Interim High School 
Assistant’s Certificate, is an approved university degree from 
an accredited university. 


To meet the admission requirements, a university program 
shall include at least 15 university courses beyond Ontario 
Grade 13 or equivalent, including a minimum of 21 credits 
in at least two subjects that provide background for secondary 
school teaching. Details of the conditions of general admission 
are given in Calendars of the Colleges of Education. 


The definition of credit is derived from the basic assumption 
that there are approximately 60 credits in a four-year course. 
From this, it follows that 15 credits is equivalent to a university 
year; and a credit may be defined as one-fifteenth of a univer- 
sary year.’ 


Not more than two credits may be allowed for a laboratory 
course. 


The only credits which may be allowed are for courses which 
have been recognized by the universities concerned and which 
meet the standards of Sections 5, 8 and 9 below. 


2. Academic requirements for admission to an Ontario College 
of Education course leading to Interim High School Specialist’s 
Certificates, include the basic requirements for admission to 
an Ontario College of Education Course leading to the Interim 
High School Assistant’s Certificate, and the additional academic 
requirements for admission to Specialist’s courses as outlined 
in the following pages. 


1Where a transcript shows that the year consists of, let us say, 20 university 
credits instead of 15, then the accumulation of credits will be calculated for 
each course in that year at the rate of 15/20 of the amount indicated in the 
transcript.

. Academic requirements for admission to courses and exami- 
nations in Ontario Colleges of Education leading to Interim 
High School Specialist’s Certificates, which are listed in 


Section 3, may be fulfilled in one of two ways. 


(a) Candidates who obtain at least second class honours at 
graduation from a four-year university course, following 
Grade 13, which meets the requirements set forth in Sec- 
tion 10 and subsequent sections shall, upon submission of 
official university transcripts, be certified by the Director 
of Advanced Standing of an Ontario College of Education 
as having met the requirements.’ A candidate who obtains 
third class honours on graduation from a four-year pro- 
gram which meets the academic requirements set forth in 
this circular should consult the Director of Advanced 
Standing of an Ontario College of Education with respect 
to his Type A academic qualifications, as he may qualify 
under clause 4(b) which follows. 


OR 


(b) Candidates who meet the academic requirements specified 
in Section 1 and who submit evidence to the Director of 
Advanced Standing of an Ontario College of Education 
of having met the requirements set forth in Section 8 and 
subsequent sections shall be certified by the Director as 
having met the requirements.? 


‘The present edition supersedes all previous editions of Circular 649 and the 
requirements of Section 4(a) and 4(b) take effect on January I, 1966, subject 
to the proviso that former agreements between Universities and the Ontario 


Department of Education concerning approved honour programs will remain 
in effect until July |, 1969. 
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. Candidates who have graduated in programs which do not 
satisfy the academic requirements of specialist certification 
may take additional courses approved by the Director of 
Advanced Standing of the College as to content and sequence, 
to qualify for admission. The required courses may be 
obtained by attendance in regular session, at a summer school 
session, at a night school session, or by other approved arrange- 
ment. Duplicate courses, or courses in teaching methodology, 
are not acceptable for admission to courses leading to specialist 
certification. 


. Before enrolling in courses for specialist credits, the candidate 
should: 


(i) obtain an official ruling on his academic standing from 
the Director of Advanced Standing of an Ontario College 
of Education; 


(ii) inquire at the universities about available courses; 


(iii) have the proposed courses approved for credits by the 
Director of Advanced Standing. 


At the time the official ruling is given, the candidate will be 
told how many additional credits are required in each subject 
and will be given general directions concerning the nature of 
the courses he should take. 


. A summer seminar leading to an Interim H.S.A., Type A, Cer- 
tificate will be offered to qualified applicants who hold an 
Interim or a Permanent High School Assistant's Certificate. 
Applications must be submitted to an Ontario College of 
Education. 


. The following pages set forth in general terms the academic 
requirements of courses leading to Interim H.S.A., Type A, 
Certificate. An acceptable program requires 60 credits (at 
least four years of university work beyond Ontario Grade 13 
or equivalent), of which from one-half to two-thirds of the 
credits must be in the field(s) of specialty. At least 15 credits 
(five full university courses), will be at the honours level. The 
credit requirements shown below are the minimum academic 
requirements for admission to specialist courses at Ontario 
Colleges of Education. Candidates who graduate from univer- 
sity honour programs normally will have more than the credits 
shown. 


. The candidate will obtain an average of at least second class 
honours in each of the major subjects of the specialist field. 
In each of the minor subjects of the field, the average must 
be at least third class honours.

ASSISTANT’S CERTIFICATES, TYPE A 


Agriculture 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Agriculture—at least 21 credits including Animal Science, 
Agricultural Economics, Plant Science and Soil Science. 
Mathematics—3 credits in Calculus. 
In addition, at least 18 credits in Science including at least 
one course in each of Biology, Chemistry and Physics. 


Art 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Art—at least 42 credits about ele divided between theory 
and the actual practice of drawing, painting and design. The 
university program should include credits in two-dimensional 
and three-dimensional techniques, in the theory and practice 
of design, and in the History of Art. 


Biology 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Laboratory work is essential. 
Biology—at least 24 credits. 
Mathematics—3 credits in Calculus. 
In addition, at least 15 credits in one or more of Chemistry, 
Mathematics and Physics. 


Chemistry 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Laboratory work is essential. 
Chemistry—at least 24 credits. 
Mathematics—3 credits in Calculus. 
In addition, at least 15 credits in one or more of Biology, 
Mathematics and Physics. 


Classics 
(Latin and Greek) 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 36. 
Latin—at least 15 credits. 
Greek—at least 9 credits. 


Economics 


Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Economics—at least 24 credits. 

In addition, at least 18 credits in one or more subjects such 
as Geography, History, Mathematics, Philosophy, Political 
Science and Psychology.

Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 39. 
English—at least 30 credits. 
In addition, at least 9 credits in one or more subjects such as 
French, History, Latin and Philosophy. 

English and French 
Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in English and French with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject. 

English and German 
Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in English and German with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject. 

English and History 
Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in English and History with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject. 

English and Latin 

Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in English and Latin with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject. 

English and Russian 
Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in English and Russian with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject. 

English and Spanish 


Total credits—at least 60. 


At least 42 credits in English and Spanish with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject. 

Francais (French Language and Literature) 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 39. 
French—at least 30 credits. 
English—at least 9 credits (after Grade 13 or its equivalent). 
Candidates who have passed in English of the Ontario Grade 
13 Departmental Examinations before enrolling in university 
will be permitted to substitute related subjects such as History, 
Latin or Philosophy for six of the English credits specified 
above. Candidates who have not passed in Francais of the 
Ontario Grade 13 Departmental Examinations before enrolling 
in university, will be required to show evidence of having 
attended for at least one full academic year a university in 
which the culture and environment are predominantly French. 

French and German 

Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in French and German with not fewer than 
15 credits in either subject.

History 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
History—at least 27 credits. 
In addition, at least 15 credits in one or more subjects such as 
Anthropology, Economics, English, Geography and _ Political 
Science. 


Home Economics 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Home Economics—at least 30 credits. 
In addition, at least 12 credits in biological, physical and social

In addition, at least 18 credits in one or more subjects such as 
Chemistry, Economics, Philosophy and Physics. 


Mathematics and Physics 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Laboratory work is essential. 
Mathematics—at least 15 credits. 
Physics—at least 12 credits. 


Music 

Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 39. 

(a) Instrumental Music—at least 39 credits about equally 
divided between practice and theory including: Applied 
Music (two years of study in one performing medium), 
ensembles (two years of participation in band, orchestra, 
or chorus), conducting, instrumental techniques (8 credits), 
instrumental administration (3 credits), theory and orches- 
tration (11 credits), history and literature of music (6 
credits. 


(b) Vocal Music—at least 39 credits about equally divided 
between practice and theory including: Applied Music (two 
years of study in one performing medium), ensembles (two 
years of participation in band, orchestra, or chorus), con- 
ducting, choral technique and voice (4 credits), theory and 
orchestration (11 credits—including instruction in Tonic 
Sol-fa), history and literature of music (6 credits). 


Physics 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Laboratory work is essential. 
Physics—at least 24 credits. 
Mathematics—3 credits in Calculus. 
In addition, at least 18 credits in one or more of Biology, 
Chemistry and Mathematics. 


Political Science 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Political Science—at least 24 credits.

Political Science and Economics 
Total credits—at least 60. 
At least 42 credits in Political Science and Economics with not 
fewer than 15 credits in either subject. 


Physical and Health Education 

Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 

Physical and Health Education—at least 24 credits including 
physical education evaluation and measurement, gymnastics 
for men and women and folk and modern dance for women. 
In addition, at least 18 credits in biological and social sciences 
including at least 3 courses (9 credits) in Anatomy, Biology, 
Kinesiology, and Physiology and of at least 2 courses (6 credits) 
in one or more of Anthropology, Psychology, and Sociology. 


Psychology 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Psychology—at least 24 credits. 
In addition, at least 18 credits in one or more subjects such as 
Anthropology, Biology, Mathematics, Philosophy, Political 
Science, and Sociology. 


Psychology and Sociology 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
At least 36 credits in Psychology and Sociology, with not fewer 
than 15 credits in either subject. 
In addition, at least 6 credits in Anthropology, Biology, 
Economics, English, Geography, History, Mathematics, 
Philosophy, and Political Science. 


Science (General) 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Laboratory work is essential. 
At least 15 credits in each subject in a combination of any two 
of Biology, Chemistry, or Physics, and 9 credits in the third 
subject or Geology. 
lm addition, at least 3 credits in Calculus or in one of Biology, 
Chemistry or Physics. 


| Sociology 
Total credits—at least 60. Specialty credits—at least 42. 
Sociology—at least 24 credits. 
In addition, at least 18 credits in one or more subjects such as 


Anthropology, Economics, History, Philosophy, Political 
Science, and Psychology. 
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
